(1)  Air-Transportable  Fire  Direction  Center  (FDC) 

(a)  OBSERVATION  1  During  airmobile  operations,  the  FDC  is  included 
in  one  of  the  initial  lifts  into  a  new  fire  support  base.  Prop  wash  from 
the  subsequent  sorties,  lifting  in  the  miscellaneous  equipment  to  support 
the  howitters,  caused  the  FDC  to  become  inoperative  by  scattorlng  the  equip¬ 
ment,  blinding  tho  personnel  with  dust,  and  causing  injury  by  flying  debris. 
This,  coupled  with  exposure  to  the  elements  for  an  extended  poriod  of  time, 
greatly  hampered  the  processing  of  eccurato  firing  data  until  the  air  move 
was  completed, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  An  air-transportable  structure  to  house  the  FDC 
and  related  equipment  would  allow  the  FDC  to  be  completely  ready  to  process 
data  in  minutes,  unaffected  by  prop  wash,  dust  and  the  elements, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  two  conex  containers,  with  adjacent 
walls  removed,  be  welded  together,  equipment  such  as  charts,  radios,  bat¬ 
teries,  lights  and  other  nooessary  items  be  permanently  or  seni -permanently 
affixed  inside,  rigging  attached  for  airlift,  and  the  entire  unit  lifted 

by  CH-47  into  a  designated  position, 

(2)  Insertion  of  Fire  Support  Base  Advance  Quartering  Party 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  During  airmobile  operations,  it  was  observed 
that  aircraft  commanders  wwro  positioning  artillery  equipnent  based  on 
crow  members '  interpretation  of  what  is  dosirod  on  tho  ground.  Tho  chance 
positioning  of  equipment  necessitated  ground  movement  of  heavy  loads  and 
resultant  delay  in  oooupation  of  position, 

(b)  EVALUATION!  An  advance  quartering  party  of  experienced 
personnel  to  prepare  positions  to  rocolve  elomonts  of  the  battary  would 
increase  tho  efficiency  of  the  platoon  (battery)  by  having  each  installation 
correctly  positioned  and  positions  preproparud, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Situation  permitting,  a  quartering  party 
should  bo  inserted  24  hours  prior  to  occupation  of  a  fire  support  base.

(1)  Protection  of  Telephone  TA  312/PT 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  During  the  rainy  season,  the  TA  312/PT'  constantly 
causes  problems  due  to  exoessive  moisture. 

(b)  EVALUATION!  Ry  using  a  VT  fuse  can,  with  m-  iBture  liner  intact, 
tbs  telephone  remajr.s  relatively  moisture  free  during  th'i  rairr,  eeascn.  During 
the  dry  season,  the  moisture  liner  will  protect  the  telephone  from  "sweating11 
and  deterioruT.icn  caused  by  direct  sunlight. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  All  sections  exposed  to  too  elements  should 
incorporate  the  VT  iuae  can  as  a  weather  tight  container  for  tho  telephone 
TA  312/PT.

(l)  Infusion  cf  Trained  Vietnamese  Medical  Personnel  Into  the  Meri- 

cap  Program. 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  Regular  visits  ty  medical  personnel  on  medcap 
programs  have  cause c  the  number  of  patients  to  increase  at  such  a  rate  that 
metical  personnel  were  unable  to  treat  all  patients  requiring  attention. 

Between  visits,  the  sick  or  injured  would  resort  to  the  "Chinese  Medicine 
Man".  This  "Chinese  Medicine  Man"  uses  chants,  leeches  and  other  obviously 
medically  unsound  practices.  The  TFMcdicine  Man",  although  completely  in¬ 
effective  and  sometimes  damaging,  is  available  at  all  times,  whereas  trained 
medical  personnel  are  available  only  cn  occasion. 

(b)  EVALUATION i  Regular  visits  by  medcap  teams  eliminate  the 
need  tc  win  the  confidence  cf  the  people,  reduces  the  power  cf  the  "Medi¬ 
cine  Man"  cr  self  appointed  "doctors",  and  give  the  people  qualified  per¬ 
sonnel  tc  rely  on.  In  the  interim  between  medcaps,  selected  civilian  nurses, 
trained  p.nd  supplied  with  medicines  by  qualified  personnel,  would  be  availa¬ 
ble  at  all  times.  These  nurses,  associated  with  cur  medcap  program,  would 
soon  win  the  confidence  cf  the  pocple  and  thereby  accomplish  cur  ultimate 
mission  cf  making  the  villages  self  surporting. 
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(0)  RaCX)IMam\TIONi  Solect  and  train  civilian  nursos,  have  thorn 
work  with  tho  modcap  program  in  thoir  villages  nnd  supply  thorn  sufficiently 
to  handle  eroorgenoios  in  the  event  qualified  doctors  aro  not  available*
